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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of Group I, Species i), in the reply filed on 6/27/2007 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 3-5, 7-14 and 16 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention and/or species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 6/27/2007. 
Note, Applicants did not state which claims encompass the elected species. As a result, it is 
determined that claims 6 and 15 correspond to elected species i) while claims 1 and 2 are 
generic. Therefore, claims 1, 2, 6 and 15 will be examined on their merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b ) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the I failed States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
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subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1, 2 and 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a), (b) or (e) as being anticipated 
by Stern (US 2002/0119536). 

With respect to claim 1, the reference of Stern discloses a device capable of PCR (Figure 
2) that includes an inlet (paragraph [0068] or section of channel (110) prior to intersection 
(170)); an outlet (section of channel (110) after intersection (180)); a PCR channel (section of 
channel (110) between intersection (170) and (180)); and a heat source (paragraph [0077]). 
Intersection channels (150) and (160) are structurally the same as recited first and second 
microvalves. The microvalve channels (150) and (160) are on the same plane as the PCR 
channel (110) and are perpendicular to the PCR channel as required of claim 1. Channels (150) 
and (160) are structurally capable of holding a sol-gel material and functioning as first and 
second micro-valves because the structure disclosed by the reference of Stern is structurally 
capable of being used with a sol-gel material positioned within the microchannels which function 
as microvalves.. Note "Expressions relating the apparatus to contents thereof during an intended 
operation are of no significance in determining patentability of the apparatus claim." Ex parte 
Thibault, 164 USPQ 666, 667 (Bd. App. 1969). Furthermore, "[i]nclusion of material or article 
worked upon by a structure being claimed does not impart patentability to the claims." In re 
Young, 75 F.2d *>996<, 25 USPQ 69 (CCPA 1935) (as restated in In re Otto, 312 F.2d 937, 136 
USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963)) (See MPEP 21 15). The reference of Stern does not include 
additional heat sources and/or valves. 
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With respect to claims 2 and 17-19, the structure of the device of Stern is structurally 
capable of being used with the material recited in claims 2 and 17-19. 

Response to Arguments 

5. With respect to the rejection of Claims 1, 2 and 17-19 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Zhao et al.(US 2002/0079219), this rejection has been withdrawn in view of 
Applicants' amendments to the claims and related comments (See pages 6-8 of the response filed 
5/4/1 1). However, new grounds of rejection have been made over the reference of Stern (US 
2002/0119536). 

6. With respect to the rejection of Claims 1, 2 and 17-19 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Koh et al.(Anal. Chem.), this rejection has been withdrawn in view of the certified 
English language translation of the foreign priority document filed 5/4/11. However, new 
grounds of rejection have been made over the reference of Stern (US 2002/01 19536).
